Brown To Add Vibrant Black 


James E. Carter, former Governor of 
Georgia, was elected the 39th 
President of the United States, 


Tuesday, on the strength of a massive 
black vote on his behalf. The election 
was described by experts as too close 


to call. . 7 BoA 

All across the nation, the “born 
again,” southern baptist was recipient 
of overwhelming support from Blacks 
and extraordinarily good weather. 
which enabled the national voter tur- 
nout to exceed by far, most expec- 
tations. 

The 52-year-old, fofmer peanut far- 
mer won, 24 states with 297 electoral 

<,votes and bas a chance.to win Califor- 

nia, which was still undecided Ja 
press time. : 

Carter campaigned for 22 months, 
visited 1,000 cities, made over 1,500 


speeches and traveled over one-half 
million miles, 
Although his victory margin was 


- small it was considerably larger than 


those won by Kennedy (120,000 votes) 
in 1960 and Nixon's (510,000 votes) in 
1968. 

Carter's victory was forged in states 
primarily in the south or east of the 
Mississippi River. 

Carter also swept Wisconsin and 
Hawaii. Oregon was the only con- 
tinental state that could swing to Car- 
ter in the west. 

Carter's victory, even in southern 
states where it was thought that Ford 
had a chance for.victory, was crédited 
to huge voter turnouts especially in 
black areas.

In his testimony, 
Richardson admitted 
having visited Plear 
several times. during off- 
pay hours while she was 
an inmate at the Women's 
Correctional institute 
during June and July. 

He also admitted visiting 
the young woman's home 
and meeting her parents. 
Richardson further ad- 
mitted that he 
accompanied .Plear to the 
Ohio State Fair on one 
occasion while he was off- 
uty. - “OR, 
Richardson; a six-year 
veteran police officer with 
an unblemished record, 
said that Plear had been 
one of his informants and 
that he-regarded her as a 
personal friend. He denied 
that his association with 
her was in any way 
improper or that their 
friendship -had. included 
sexual relations.

An ace of spades 
(playing card) was tucked 
in the deceased's buttoned 
suit jacket opening. An 
open Bible, with passages 
underlined in red, was 
situated above .Brown’s 
head. On each open page 
lay a $20 bill, covered with 
pictures of Mitchell, the 
security guard and 
presumed relatives. Some 
of these pictures revealed 
persons ‘looking down at 
the deceased. 

Rev. Lawrence R. 
Grandy, or of .Faith 
Center Church in Canal- 
Winchester O., officiated 
the services. Grandy said 
later Mitchell is.a member 
of his church, although he 
had not officiated an “in- 
house” service before. 

Police who talked to Mit- 
chell. last Tuesday repor- 


you 


tedly commented to Clerk 
of Court employees on the 
“stfangeness” about her. 
informed sources 
disclosed that several 
members of Brown's family 
became _ disenchanted 
upon hearing about the 
location changes as made 
by Mitchell. 

The source said several 
of Brown's brothers and 
sisters did not attend his 
last rites because Mitchell 
apparently “believed in 
voodoo or some kind of 
magic.” 

Whittaker later indicated 
Mitchell requested that he 
nor his attendants not 
close the casket because 
she and her daughter (Kim- 
berly Mitchell) had already 
rehearsed to do it. a 

In that ritual, Mitchell 
and her daughter paused 
several times before 
Brown’s ‘casket ‘both 
during and after closing 
the lid. Meanwhile, the 
Bible money, pictures and 
Brown's pillow were 
removed before his burial 
in Eastlawn Cemetery.

College Credit Courses 


High school students 
attending the new Fort 
Hayes Career Center in 
downtown Columbus will 
have the opportunity to 
take college credit courses 
through a cooperative 
agreement between 
Capital University and the 
Columbus Public Schools. 

Scheduled to begin in 
February, the program will 
bring apital University 
faculty members to the 
Center to teach college 
level courses in a variety of 
academic areas.

Swine Flu Vaccinations 


_ The first Sunday for Swine Flu vaccina- 

tions, brought out record crowds in 
Cleveland. While people stood in line for 
hours at most of the suburban stations, 
East Tech and other Eastside stations, 
got dissappointing turnouts. 

Much of this was due to the fact that 
hundreds of central area people went to 
suburban stations in the belief that they 
would get better treatment there and, that 
they would be manned by more experi- 
enced doctors and techincians. 

Of course this was not so, The eastside - 
stations were largely manned by doctors 
from the famous Cleveland Clinic. 
Doctors of great renown who had 


volunteered their services. 

While there was some controversy 
about the value or safety of these 
innoculations, results thus far, indicate 
that these vaccinations are safe, and are 
recommended by the United States 
Health Department. 

We hope the predictions about an 
influenza epidemic this winter will not 
come about. However, it is much better to 
be safe than sorry. 

We, therefore, recommend that our 
people take advantage of the opportunity 
to get Swine Flu vaccinations while they 
are available in their neighborhoods. 


Religious Leaders Retreat 


The Negro church, collectively, 
"represents the largest and most powerful 
body we have. 

While there are many denominations, 
sects and organizations, collectively, 
most of them seldom get together in an 
ecumenical way to share expperiences 
and, be informed on church and lay 
problems, 

Realizing the need for such get 
togethers, the Interdenominational 
Ministerial Alliance of Cleveland recently 
sponsored its First Annual clergy 
Conference Retreat. 

A wide selection of clergymen were 
invited to participate for two full days of 
lectures, seminars and group discussions 
on a wide variety of subjects. The list of 
distinguished speakers’ included 
Congressmen, national organization 
Officials and informed lay, social and 
business leaders.

A Most Worthy. Program

The recent decision on the part of the 
Cleveland Association of Real Estate 
Brokers, an affiliate of the NAREB, to

‘ NAREB over the racial policies and prac- 
tices of the real estate industry. The prac- 
tices could never have remained so effec- 
tive for so long had these policies not 
found a sympathetic response in the racial 
attitudes of the vast majority of workaday 
white real estate brokers and agents. 

Recently, however, there are numerous 
other individual practitioners who have 
exerted wholehearted efforts and made 
great personal sacrifices in order to see 
racial equality in housing put into prac- 
tice. These “friendly” brokers, as they are 
referred to by the fair housing groups, 
have been instrumental in helping to break 
down entrenched residential segregation 
in many urban areas. But it is still 
questionable it seems, to depend upon 
these people of goodwill as being the 
solution to the problem. 

We recall that in 1966, the Department 
of Justice did indeed begin an invest- 
igation into the racial policies and prac- 
tices of real estate boards.

NEW INVENTION MAY REVOLUTIONIZE 
TREATMENT OF DIABETES: =". 
_ A team of scientists says a tiny sensor 
and teaspoon-sized plastic pump have 
cured dogs of diabetes and that the 
devices may give people the same relief 
within a few years. Doctors at Los Angeles 
County - USC Medical Center have inven- 
ted a tiny pair of devices that measure the 
amount of sugar in a body and then pump 
the proper amount of medicine 
automatically. 

Dr. Samuel Bessman, who built’ the 
machinery at home in his garage-shop, 
believes the invention is about to 
revolutionize treatment of diabetes. The 
devices are a glucose sensor and a tiny 
plastic pump with a pulsating crystal that 
has been used to trigger land mines and 
letter bombs. They have been implanted 
experimentally in dogs, and Dr. Bessman 
believes they could give an extra 20 years 
of life to human diabetics as well. 

“| think there’s no question that it's 
going to be applicable to humans,” 
Bessman said: “We're almost 100 percent 
sure that this can be done now commer- 
cially because this is a very simple 
technological thing.” 


Affects 10 Million 
Diabetes affects more than 10 million 
Americans, and in 1974, 38,000 persons 
died directly as a result of the disease. The 
National Commission on Diabetes says the 


actual number of deaths at least partially 


attributable to diabetes probably was

close to 300,000 that year. 
Thomas designed 
the teaspoon-capacity pump and Dr. Ennis 
C. Layne designed the revolutionary 
glucose sensor that tells the tiny computer 
whether “Tissue Sugar is too high or too 
low.” in the patient whose pancreas has 
si functioning properly. 
ne mt a mongrel named Mambo, has 

the pump installed in his chest muscle and 
the sensor underneath the skin of his 
back. The sensor also can be used to 
measure the oxygen in people without 
taking blood samples, Bessman stated. 

Medical theory has held that when a 
pancreas stops producing insulin, the 
blood sugar increases, causing diabetes. 
“Our theories about diabetes are a little 
different,” said Dr. Bessman. “We believe 
blood sugar isn’t the problem but only a 
signal that something is awry in the 
tissues. The blood is just a conduit. It’s 
where the sugar arrives that counts.” 

When a pancreas falls to produce in- 
sulin, he said, “the rest of its.functions 
usually remain normal.” But if necessary, 
the team’s invention can also counter 
Hypog mia, the overproduction of in- 
sulin, Bessman said.

exerted in this direction is afforded in the 
case of IBM, a major U.S. corporation 
which located a large new typewriter plant 
in Lexington, Ky. When in the late sixties, 
it was pointed out that IBM was not using 
its influence to stop local discrimination in 
housing, not even assisting its own black 
employees, the firm's local vice-president 
sent a letter to Lexington’s First Security 
National Bank .concerning IBM's policy of 
non-discrimination. The president of the 
bank sent a letter to the Lexington Real 
Estate Board which, in turn, contacted 
Multiple Listing Service participants, and 
within two days, one black IBM employee 
who had made no progress in finding 
housing after two weeks of effort received 
nine phone calls from real estate dealers. 
A local realtor stated that IBM's stand 
would carry more weight than either Ken- 
tucky’s open-housing law or the recent 
decision banning all: discrimination in 
housing. 

This is the kind of muscle needed not 
only to cause local real estate boards to 
give lip service to open housing and non- 
discrimination, but to make them follow 
through with affirmative action in bringing 
it about. °

didate, but that he's alre off and running. 

They contend that Rhodes, in all of his many 
previous campaigns, has never actéd more like a 
candidate than he's performing right now. However, 
they concede that Rhodes may not have considered 

’ the 1978 governor race during the first year of his 
current term, but suggest that the constant needling 
by Democrats and the on-going battle with 
ee legislative leaders have made up his mind 

r him. 

But in addition to these observations, if one scans 
the field of Republican gubernatorial material, it 
becomes reasonably clear that Rhodes would 
encounter little or no opposition for the nomination. 

This does not mean that the field is without Repub- 
licans with gubernatorial ambitions. It simply means 
that by Rhodes having served two consecutive four 
year terms, and then coming back to win another 
term, the Republican gubernatorial timber has literally 
withered away. : 

It might be recalled that Democrats experienced a 
similar situation in the late 1950's when former Gov. 
Frank J. Lausche served four consecutive two year 
gubernatorial terms after having held the governor 
post for an earlier two year stint. When he left office 
in 1957 to take his seat in the U.S. Senate, Democrats 
were hard put to come up with *a formidable 
gubernatorial candidate. 

Rhodes, unlike Lausche, faltered in ‘his attempt to 
win a U.S. Senate seat, but since being governor is 
his second love, it's a pretty safe bet that he will once 
‘again head the Republican ticket two years hence. 

_. The Ohio Supreme Court took time out from its 
busy docket last Wednesday to pay tribute to a former 
court employee who died on the date of his retirement 
and within hours of the time he was to have been 
honored by the court. 

Harold O. Shelton Sr. had been employed by the 
court for 44 years and was serving as a senior clerk at 
the time of his death last March. He suffered a fatal 
heart attack the date of his retirement. 

Last Wednesday, with Chief Justice C. William 
O'Neill presiding, the Justices and staff held a 
memorial service for Shelton and presented an 
engraved resolution to his widow, Mrs. Ruth Naomi 
Shelton, in recognition of Shelton's 44 years of 
efficient service to the high tribunal.

The Unemployment Issue 


One of the sad aspects of the Presidential cam- 
paign was that the central issue — unemployment and 
the economy 
didates. Neither took the opportunity to explore the 
kinds of myths that have helped stifle decisive action 
that would get people back to work. 

President Ford, consistent with his record, con- 
tinued to hold that fighting inflation means placing a 
lower priority on cutting unemployment. And while 
Governor Carter did enunciate the need for full em- 
ployment and new social-initiatives, his stress on 
balanced budgets indicates that he too fears to break 
with orthodox views. 

* But reducing complex economic issues to a simple 
jobs vs. higher prices choice is wrong. It's a hangover 
from earlier economic theories that said when the job 
market is tight wages rise and prices go up. 

But present inflation, fairly low by world standards 
by the way, is not fueled by a tight labor market and 
high wages. In fact, we've got the highest unem- 
ployment since the Depression, sharply lower real 
wages, and high inflation rates. Last year we had both 
double-digit inflation and double-digit unemployment! 

Today’s inflation largely derives from higher natura! 
resource costs — oil, gas, grain, meat, and other com- 
modities. With about fifteen million people unem- 
ployed or underemployed and only about. three- 
fourths of the operating capacity of industry being 
used, there's plenty of room for fast growth, more jobs 
and higher production. 

The Carter forces have recognized this and have 
talked about it, but still fear to go that last mile and in- 
sist on a decent job for everyone capable of working. 

Only a national full employment policy that makes 
work a matter of right and asserts the federal govern- 
ment’s responsibility for putting productive labor back 
to work, will end the Intolerable unemployment that 
destroys so many lives today. 

Anything short of that means acceptance of the 
boom and bust cycle we've been going through. For 
blacks, it also means perpetuation of high 
joblessness. Today every fourth black is unemployed, 

_and black unemployment _rates_are double. that for 
whites. So a definition of “full employment” as being 
about three or four percent of adult unemployment 
actually means a 6-8 percent rate for blacks and no 
change in the insanely high unemployment rates for 
black youngsters. 

Obviously, a national job program would include 
the private sector, but it also must mean large scale 

—public__service— jon. programs that will 
enhance the environment and improve the grossly un- 
derstaffed public facilities and services. 

This brings us ‘to another myth left Intact by the 
campaign, that the government already plays too 
— a role in the economy. 

hile there may be some amount of over-regulation 
and too much red-tape, many problems stem from the 
fact that the federal government doesn't play a large 
enough role, In terms of budget and national debt, 
there’s been little change over the years in relation to 
the gross national product. In fact,.the government 
p' a larger role twenty years ago than today. 

overnment spending on job programs is an invest- 
ment that would pay off in higher tax receipts from 
millions of people now working, and lower welfare 
costs and unemployment insurance charges that now 
run over $40 billion a year. 

Perhaps the most disturbing element of the cam- 
paign rhetoric was that no one questioned the justice 
or the fairness of accepting high unemployment as a 
price of controlling inflation or avoiding short-term 
federal spending. > 

Even assuming that the myths of inflation and sper- 
ding are true and that unemployment is a way to hold 
them down, how fair is it to allow over fifteen million 
of our fellow-citizens to bear all of the burdens? How 

lust is it to deprive millions of workers and their 
families of income, of decent living ‘standards, and of 
their aspirations because the rest of us want things 
easier for ourselves? 

Our Nation can have jobs for all, It can have low in- 
flation. It can structure the economy so that it is fair to 
all. The costs to business and to r would be far 
lower than are the costs of et joblessness, high 
cost of living. and low productivity. | just wish the 
candidates had told us these truths.

Roses By Poetess Angelou

Maya Angelou, poet, 
author of five books, 
dancer and artist took a 
capacity audience through 
an odyssey of blackness 
last Monday at Ohio State 
University’s Ohio Union 
Conference Theatre. Her 
appearance was spon- 
sored by Office of Black 
Cultural Programs. 

Referring to an incident 
when a friend described a 
woman as simply being 
black, Angelou said, 
“Black people are a 
garden of roses, a variety 
of colors." She 
immediately recited a 
poem about the shades of 
blackness from vanilla to 
sweet mocha. 

Throughout the evening, 
with each statement or 
memory. Angelou had a 
poem, song or down home 


anecdote to fit the 
occasion. 
An* audience member 


was surprised at Angelou's 

child hero. “Shakespeare 
- was my~culture hero, 

absolutely," she. said. 

She said Shakespeare 
used his language with a 
skill and deftness that 
blacks especially should 
develop. “!l encourage 
people, especially blacks 
to be bilingual. Black 
students should be able to 
move from black to 
standard English like that," 
she said, snapping her 
fingers. 

Angelous said the white 
woman's and black 
woman's struggle are not 
the same. She said, “Black 
men and black women are 
an integral part of each 
other” and must stay and 
struggle together. 

Married “a number of 
times," Angelou said she is 
married for “the last time" 
to white Englishman Paul 
DeFeu, and lives on a 
ranch in Sonoma, Calif.
